COVER PICTURE 


This is a view of the great redwoods of 
California—the mighty Sequoias which grow 
along the Pacific Coast from Southern 
Oregon to some twelve miles south of Punta 
Gorda, California. The forest belt is rarely 
over thirty miles wide. 

The Sequoia, a genus of conifers, forms 
one of several surviving links between 
the firs and the cypresses. They are ever- 
green and grow to gigantic size, from 200 
to 340 feet in height and from 15 to 35 
feet in diameter. Mr. Huntington counted 
the annual rings of 79 trees, each of which 
was more than 2,000 years old. Some of 
the trees exceeded 3,000 years of age. 
When you look at this scene, with the 
shafts of light piercing through, remember 
that these Sequoias are the oldest and larg- 
est living tangible things on earth. Once, 
while viewing this great forest, | slipped 
away from the rest of the group to be alone 
in prayer and - meditation there among 
those mighty, towering, awe-inspiring trees 
—the handiwork of God. Today, through 
modern science, the trees give us houses, 
furniture, clothing, paper, and hundreds of 
valuable products considered almost indis- 
pensable to civilized man. 

Since trees are so great and valuable, and 
obtain such tremendous age that they can 
help men all through the ages, we should 
all admire and protect the trees. 

Remember, God wants us to be like trees, 
for in Isaiah 61:1-3, God’s Spirit anointed 
the prophet, which anointing Jesus claimed 
as His authority and commission, and we, 
ministers of today, cherish this same anoint- 
ing and authority for the ministry, so that 
the people of God “might be called trees 
of righteousness, the planting of the Lord, 
that he might be glorified.’’—Editor. 
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Facing Giants 


The word “giant” means huge, big, 
of great stature, of monstrous size. 
Read Eph. 6:10-14. The Syriac Version 
implies that we should be able to meet 
the evil one. Surely this is God’s will. 
We fight an offensive fight, as Asa in 
2 Chronicles 14. He went against the 
multitude. God told Joshua he could 
have all he would tread on, not what 
he could sit on. It is pitiful how many, 
many sitters we have in this world. 
They have sat on the stool of “do 
nothing” until they are set in their 
selfish ways. 


Yes, we face many great giants. Life 
is a problem; life is full of giants. Al- 
most anyone can exist some way, or 
anyone can die; and many times it is 
easy to be like Elijah and back up 
under a juniper tree and want to die. 
But God needs folk now to live for 
Him; to be of good courage; to fight 
the good fight of faith; to face the 
giants and conquer them. 

Once a giant came out against Moses. 
Moses must have been afraid, and we 
do not wonder why, because Og was a 
large giant. His bedstead was made of 
iron and was about thirteen and one- 
half feet long and. six feet wide. But 
God said, “Fear him not: for I have 
delivered him into thine hand.” 


In an earthquake, when many folk 
were afraid, an old lady was very 
calm. When asked if she were not 
afraid, she said, ‘‘No, I am happy. I’m 
just glad I am serving a God that is 
able to shake the world like this.” Our 
God will make and does make the 
obedient invincible. 

There was another giant named 
Goliath, meaning “treader down” (but 
he was treaded upon). Goliath 
probably wore a one-hundred-and- 
fifty-pound coat of mail, made of 
steel plates. He was well armed and 
came out roaring, raving, panting, and 
threatening. Yes, he put on a war of 
nerves. He made all tremble but 
David. David faced him, ran to him, 
and won out over him. 

Well, when we go right (and if we 
are right we will go), down will come 
the great giants. Faith will surely die 
if it is not tested. Faith will thrive in 
trials, but die in an easy chair. Facing 
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giants really helps faith. Faith doesn’t 
go rabbit hunting. 

We read about another giant so big 
he had six fingers on each hand and 
six toes on each foot, but he fell, also, 
and the rest will fall when we go 
against them in the power of His 
might. 

I heard of this question being asked 
a lady once, “Is that dog any good?” 
She said, “Yes, sir, he lets us know 
when a stranger approaches.” “What 
does he do? Bark ferociously?” And 
the answer was, “No, he just crawls 
under the sofa.” Well, we don’t need 
men these days to crawl under a sofa 
of excuses. We need men who will go 
against any opposition and handicap 
any giant, men who will hazard their 
lives like Epaphroditus in Phil. 2:30. 
This brings us to the great giant, the 
king of giants. He is worse than Og, 
more dangerous than Goliath, and a 
lot fiercer than the man _ with 
twelve toes and twelve fingers. He is 
dangerous, yet most people are 
blind to his death traps till it is too 
late. This giant is Self-love. He is 
worse than Hitler ever dared be. I 
read where Hitler had an innocent 
American woman’s head cut off. Well, 
that is terrible; so cruel it makes one 
shudder, but the giant of Self-love 
will not only cut off your head, he will 
cut your heart out, too. Yes, he will 
cut your heart out of God’s way, God’s 
Church, God’s work, etc. Villefre says, 
“In all time Self-love has blinded the 
wisest.” Holmes says, “Self-love is a 
cup without a bottom; you might pour 
all the great lakes into it and never 
fill it up.” 

In 2 Tim. 3:1 we read that in the 
last days perilous (hard, difficult, dan- 
gerous, perplexing) times will come. 
We might ask why they will come. 
Because, “men shall be lovers of their 
own selves.” If we preachers and 
members of the Church of: God every- 
where could always deny self, instead 
of love him, we should double ina 
year. But, oh, what a giant Self-love 
is. If we conquer him today, it is to do 
over tomorrow, and again the next 
day, and on and on it goes, until the 
majority of us lose our persistence 
against him and start to compromise 


with him. Consequently, we bar Christ 
to a great extent. 

Christ’s first rule is self-denial, not 
self-love. It is so hard to help self- 
lovers, because the truth offends them 
and they never forgive you. Paul says 
the servant of the Lord must not 
Strive, but be gentle, patient and 
meek so he can instruct those who 
oppose themselves. Multitudes today 
are opposing themselves by loving 
themselves. For instance, what would 
you think of two bald-headed men 
fighting over a comb? It sounds silly, 
doesn’t it? and it is silly. But Self-love 
will make you fight and contend for 
that which you don’t need, for that 
which will be detrimental to you, for 
that which will make you backslide 
and lose your soul. 

In Genesis 6:4 we read, “There were 
giants in the earth in those days.” 
Well, there are many terrible giants in 
the earth these days, but the chief 
potentate of all of them is Self-love. 
There is none so cunning and deceit- 
ful, none so destructive. By experience 
I have learned that the best prayer 
for me to pray is, “Lord, help me to say 
the right word. Lord, help me to show 
the right spirit. Lord, help me to do 
the right thing,” etc. Yes, when I can 
successfully pastor “me” we surely do 
have good services, and my church 
gets along fine. 

Now, folks, if you want to whip Og, 
Goliath, and all other great giants, 
first whip self and then you will be 
invincible. Horace says, “The more a 
man denies himself, the more he shall 
obtain from God.” May God help us to 
move forward against all giants 
throughout this year.

PARENTAL NEGLECT 


“The postwar crime wave which we feared is upon us. 
It is mounting in intensity. It is growing in severity. It is 
not isolated. It is nation-wide. In fact, other countries re- 
port similar experiences. , 

“View with me, if you will, the passing parade of crime. 
It presents a sordid spectacle. Out of each 1,000 marching 
in this endless parade, 521 have marched before to a prior 
arrest and 210 are under twenty-one years of age. More 
persons of seventeen are arrested than in any other age 
group. Of each 1,000 murderers, 140 are under twenty-one 
years of age; of every 1,000 robbers, 360 are under twenty- 
one; of burglars, 510; of thieves, 630; and arsonists, 250; 
of car thieves, 630; and of rapists, 320. 

“In the background of each lies a story of shocking 
parental neglect. Boys and girls are being deprived of the 
care and guidance necessary to the proper formation of 
their characters. Their lawlessness had its roots in every 
instance in broken homes, in homes where mothers and 
fathers, because of their neglect, misunderstanding, or ir- 
responsibility, had failed in their primary obligation.”

In these evil days of sudden de- 
struction, deaths, disasters in various 
ways, sin in its fullest, and people won- 
dering what is going to happen next, 
we all need something dependable, 
something we ourselves can contact 
immediately. This Comforter to whom 
we have reference is free to one and 
all. No money or high standing in the 
world is required. He is received only 
by prayer and consecration to God. 
Christ said in John 14:16, “That he 
may abide with you for ever,” be near 
on every occasion. There is no trouble, 
no grief, no sadness, or sickness that

(The Spirit directed this, and it was 
not that which they already knew.) 
And there were dwelling at Jerusalem 
Jews, devout men, out of every nation 
under heaven. Now when this was 
noised abroad, the multitude came 
together, and were confounded, be- 
cause that every man heard them 
speak in his own language.” This is 
what made them marvel so, they 
heard them speak in their own lan- 
guage, and the Holy Ghost spoke 
through them in other languages, al- 
so. If it had-not been on this wise, 
it would not have been such a mys- 
tery. Their spirit was speaking di- 
rectly to God. 1 Cor. 14:2, “For he 
that speaketh in an unknown tongue 
speaketh not unto men, BUT UNTO 
GOD: for no man_ understandeth 
him; howbeit IN THE SPIRIT HE 
SPEAKETH MYSTERIES.” Some of 
these people were not educated suf- 
ficiently to know two languages. Acts 
4:13, “Now when they saw the bold- 
ness of Peter and John, and perceived 
that they were unlearned and igno- 
rant men, they marvelled; and they 
took knowledge of them, that they 
had been with Jesus.” Another thing, 
if they had not had some way of 
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knowing when the promise was sent 
and that they had received Him, what 
advantage would there have been in 
their waiting and tarrying in Jeru- 
salem? He was to play the most im- 
portant part in their lives, so they 
had to first Know that He had come. 
In John 15:26, 27, Jesus said, “But 
when the Comforter is come, whom 
I will send unto you from the Father, 
even the Spirit of truth, which pro- 
ceedeth from the Father, HE SHALL 
TESTIFY OF ME: and ye also shall 
bear witness, because ye have been 
with me from the beginning.” Halle- 
lujah! 

Christ knew there would be evil 
spirits which would marvel and try 
to deny the Holy Ghost, but, praise 
God, He fixed it so the ones who re- 
ceived Him would have an identity 
and know He was from the Father in 
heaven. He would TALK and MAKE 
HIMSELF KNOWN (John 16:13). Re- 
gardless of all doubters, this is part 
of the mission of the Holy Ghost. 
Christ said in John 16:13, “Howbeit 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, 
he WILL GUIDE you into all TRUTH: 
for he shall not SPEAK of himself; 
but whatsoever HE SHALL HEAR, 


THAT SHALL HE SPEAK: and he will - 


shew you things to come.” This is 
proof enough that if anyone has the 
Holy Ghost, He WILL SPEAK FOR 
HIMSELF. This is the only way any- 
one knows he has received the Com- 
forter, which is the Holy Ghost. These 
disciples had already been freed from 
sin (born of God), and the Saviour 
had taken them to Bethany, lifted 
His hands and blessed them. They 
had such joy they returned to Jeru- 
salem, praising and glorifying God, to 
wait for the Comforter Christ said 
would testify for Himself. Therefore, 
it was impossible for them to have 
received the Holy Ghost when they 
were saved. They would need more 
power to carry on the work of the 
Lord after He was gone. The Holy 
Ghost was to give them that extra 
power, to show them things to come, 
to bring things to their remembrance, 
to guide into all truth, and reprove 
the world of sin. Why shouldn’t we 
all welcome such a guest as this? 
Christ said in Acts 1:8, “But ye 
shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” This is evidence that 
one should have the Holy Ghost be- 
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fore he is qualified to carry the gos- 
pel, because He carries an extra en- 
duement of power. It took the Holy 
Ghost then. How much more do we 
need Him in these evil days? Christ 
also said, in John 16:13, “Howbeit 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, 
HE WILL GUIDE YOU INTO ALL 
TRUTH: for he shall not SPEAK OF 
HIMSELF; but whatsoever he shall 
HEAR, THAT SHALL HE SPEAK: 
and he WILL SHEW YOU THINGS 
TO COME.” In this one verse, He has 
three missions: GUIDE YOU INTO 
ALL TRUTH, SPEAK, AND HEAR. 


John 14:26, “BUT THE COMFORT- 
ER, WHICH IS THE HOLY GHOST, 
whom the Father will send in my 
name, he shall teach you all things, 
and bring all things to your remem- 
brance, whatsoever I have said unto 
you.” The reason we do not know 
more about the Word of God than 
we do is simply because we do not 
study it and rely on the Holy Ghost 
to teach us, but we seek knowledge 
from other sources without inviting 
and relying on the Holy Ghost. When 
we do this, we are failing God and 
condemning ourselves before Him. 

In John 16:8, the Saviour said, “And 
when HE IS COME, HE WILL RE- 
PROVE THE WORLD OF SIN, and of 
RIGHTEOUSNESS, and of JUDG- 
MENT.” This is the reason the Holy- 
Ghost-filled people see things so dif- 
ferently from anyone else. “RE- 
PROVE” is to REBUKE. (See Web- 
ster’s Dictionary.) He will rebuke sin 
in any form. If He is allowed to have 
His way in our lives, He will show 
us what is right or wrong and the 
coming judgments of God. He will not 
dwell where there is sin; neither will 
He show us things if we try to be like 
the world, for the world knoweth Him 
not. John 14:17, “Even the Spirit of 
truth; WHOM THE WORLD CANNOT 
RECEIVE, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, and 
SHALL BE IN YOU.” To have this 
great Comforter, we have to be sepa- 
rated from the things of the world. 
Many wonder at this, but Christ made 
it very plain in the prayer He prayed 
to the Father in John 17:15, 16, “I 
pray not that thou shouldest take 
them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil. 
They are not of the world, even as 
I am not of the world.” Therefore, 
we cannot be of the world and be 
Christlike. When He comes into the 
heart, He fills it with such joy the 


individual promises God to do any- 
thing. As long as the eyes are kept 
on God, it is easy to live humble and 
dress holy; but a few desirous looks 
at the world, and we become fasci- 
nated by its pride, gradually becom- 
ing a little more like it until finally 
we find the Holy Ghost no longer 
makes Himself known. That extra 
power, zeal, and vision are gone. 
Then, someone is misled or hindered 
by our not having the Teacher the 
Saviour intended for us to have. No 
one will have any trouble making a 
distinction between right and wrong, 
if the Holy Ghost is there to make 
the decision; neither will it be hard 
and burdensome for us to do, praise 
the Lord, but a happy privilege to 
know the Comforter Christ promised 
is living and abiding in our hearts 
and lives to make the right decision 
for us. Glory to God! He helps on 
every occasion, even in presenting the 
body a living sacrifice, as in Rom. 
12:1, “I beseech you therefore, breth- 
ren, by the mercies of God, THAT YE 
PRESENT YOUR BODIES A LIVING 
SACRIFICE, HOLY, ACCEPTABLE 
UNTO GOD, WHICH IS YOUR 
REASONABLE SERVICE.” 

Again, we remind you the PROMISE 
is for us today. Acts 2:39, “For the 
promise (the Comforter or Holy 
Ghost) IS UNTO YOU, AND TO 
YOUR CHILDREN AND TO ALL 
THAT ARE AFAR OFF, EVEN AS 
MANY AS THE LORD OUR GOD 
SHALL CALL.” My friend, we are in- 
excusable for not having the Holy 
Ghost. The hindrance is disobedience 
to God. Acts 5:32, “And we are his 
witnesses of these things; and so is 
also the Holy Ghost, WHOM GOD 
HATH GIVEN TO THEM THAT 
OBEY HIM.” Friend, if you are a 
Christian and do not have the Holy 
Ghost with the Bible evidence, as on 
the day of Pentecost (Acts 2:4) and 
as the twelve Christians who were at 
Ephesus and received the Holy Ghost 
when Paul laid his hands on them 
(“And they spake with tongues, and 
prophesied,” Acts 19:1-7), you should 
seek Him. 

Cornelius was such a good man his 
prayers and alms went up before God 
as a memorial, but still he did not 
have the Holy Ghost, for as yet He 
was not sent unto the Gentiles. An 
angel directed him to send for Peter, 
who had the Holy Ghost, to tell him 
what he should do. Peter, being 
warned by God, was ready to take

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Shouting ~ Emotionalis 


Text: Psalm 47:1, “O clap your 
hands, all ye people; shout unto God 
with the voice of triumph.” 

Brengle said, “The shouting of some 
people is as terrible as the noise of an 
empty wagon rolling over cobble- 
stones; it is like firing blank car- 
tridges—it is all noise. But there are 
others who wait on God in secret, who 
seek Him with their whole hearts, 
who groan in prayer,whoplead the 
promises, search the Word of God, and 
meditate on it day and night, so 
‘that the Holy Ghost comes down on 
them and compels praise. When they 
shout, it takes effect. Their shouting 
will be like the boom of a big gun, 
and will have the speed and power of 
a cannon ball.” 

Holy Ghost shouting and praising 
God is to salvation what flame is to 
fire. You may have an ever-so-hot- 
and-useful fire without a blaze, but 
not till it bursts forth into flames does 
it become irresistible and sweep every- 
thing before it. I read of a man who 
received salvation in an old tabernacle. 
When the old tabernacle was wrecked, 
he asked for the board he was kneel- 
ing on when his soul struck fire. He 
carried the old board to the new 
church building, and when he would 
testify, he would point to the old 
board and shout, “That is where my 
soul struck fire.” 

The worldly people have shouting, 
emotionalism, and manifestations 
over the things about which they are 
enthusiastic. I attended a big baseball 
game in Washington, D.C.,before I 
had salvation, and the people shouted, 
screamed, and yelled to the top of 
their voices over the ball game. 

The dried-up professors, who do not 
believe in shouting and praising God, 
tell us the Bible says, “Let every- 
thing be done in order.” The Bible 
does say that, but the only way to 
be in Bible order is to do what the 
Bible says. Sanctified, Holy-Ghost- 
filled people have an artesian well 
springing up within them (John 4:14) 
and rivers of living water flowing out 
of them (John 7:38). How could one 
be dry when there is an artesian well 
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springing up within him? How could 
one keep his mouth shut, when rivers 
of living water are flowing out of him? 
If you have become dry and do not 
‘shout and praise God like you did 
when you were sanctified and filled 
with the Holy Ghost, it may be that 
the Philistines have stopped up your 
well (Gen. 26:15); or it may be that 
your mouth has become like the frozen 
rivers at the North Pole. If this is 
your case, remember you may do like 
Isaac, “dig again the wells,” and let 
the fire of the Holy Ghost thaw out 
your lips, and the rivers will flow 
again. 

Some will tell us that shouting is 
the chaff to the wheat, but they are 
certainly wrong. Holy-Ghost shouting 
certainly is not chaff to wheat. 
The Holy-Ghost-shouting people are 
the real wheat; the ones who oppose 
it are the chaff. 

A man in the State of Colorado told 
me that shouting and manifestations 
were for weak-minded people. He 
said, “We Northern people do not 
shout like you Southern people.” I 
said, “Brother, when you get old- 
time, Holy Ghost salvation you will 
shout, even if you are sitting on top 
of the North Pole.” I pastored a 
church in a certain city where one 
of our good sisters, who was filled with 
the Holy Ghost, would run up and 
down the aisles, screaming and shout- 
ing to the top of her voice. Someone 
said, “Youhad better stop her or she 
will drive all the people away.” I said, 
“T will never stop her; such shouting as 
that will never drive the people away, 
it will draw the people who are hun- 
gry for God.” The church there more 
than doubled in membership that 
year. 

I believe in emotionalism, shouting, 
and manifestations because they 
are clearly taught in the Bible. The 
one who fights them and tries to put 
them out of the Church is certainly 
fighting against God. When the chil- 
dren of Israel crossed the Red Sea, 
Miriam began to praise the Lord in 
the holy dance. “And Miriam the 
prophetess, the sister of Aaron, took 


a timbrel in her hand; and all the 
women went out after her with 
timbrels and with dances. And Miriam 
answered them, Sing ye to the Lord, 
for he hath triumphed § gloriously; 
the horse and his rider hath he thrown 
into the sea.” Here we see that it is 
in order to dance in the Spirit. Any- 
thing the Bible saints would do in 
praising God is not out of order for 
us today. In 2 Chron. 5:11-14 the one 
hundred and twenty priests were prais- 
ing God, lifting their voices,and the 
glory filled the temple so that the 
priests could not minister. How often 
have we had this happen in Holy Ghost 
meetings—as the preacher was 
preaching under the anointing of the 
Holy Ghost, he would have to quit 
preaching and let the Holy Ghost 
take over the meeting! Ezra 3:12, 13, 
“But many of the priests and Levites 
and chief of the fathers, who were 
ancient men, that had seen the first 
house, when the foundation of this 
house was laid before their eyes, wept 
with a loud voice; and many shouted 
aloud for joy: so that the people 
could not discern the noise of the 
shout of joy from the noise of the 
weeping of the people: FOR THE 
PEOPLE SHOUTED WITH A LOUD 
SHOUT, AND THE NOISE WAS 
HEARD AFAR OFF.” When Joshua’s 
army shouted, the walls of Jericho 
fell down before them! 

Psalm 149:3, “Let them praise his 
name in the dance: let them sing 
praises unto him with the timbrel 
and harp.” Here again we see the 
Bible teaches dancing in the Spirit. 
It is a sign of great victory. David 
danced before his Lord with all his 
might, 2 Sam. 6:14. Jer. 31:13, “Then 
shall the virgin rejoice in the dance, 
both young men and old together.” 


What Jesus Said About Shouting 


Luke 6:23, “Leap for joy.” The def- 
inition for leap is “to spring into the 
air, or to jump.” It is so easy for one 
to spring into the air or jump when 
one is filled with the Holy Ghost. 
When Jesus was riding into Jerusa- 
lem on the mule colt, the disciples 
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began to shout and praise God with 
a loud voice. “And some of the Phari- 
sees from among the multitude said 
unto him, Master, rebuke thy dis- 
ciples. And he answered and said un- 
to them, I tell you that, if these 
should hold their peace, the stones 
would immediately cry out.” The 
Pharisees were like the modern pro- 
fessors we have today, they don’t like 
to hear shouting. Whom will you take 
sides with, the Pharisees or 
Jesus? Jesus approved of their shout- 
ing and said if He stopped them, the 
stones would cry out immediately. 
I attended a convention sometime 
ago when a so-called big preacher got 
up and in his sermon he spoke of 
three kinds of Christians—the stone 
Christian, the cork Christian, and the 
feather Christian. He said the feather 
Christian was of these noisy, shouting 
people, easy to be blown about by every 
wind; the cork Christian was a little 
less noisy, and a little harder to blow 
about; the stone Christian was the 
kind who was established. He said, 
“Brethren, we are the stone kind.” I 
Peter 2:5, God’s stones are lively and 
believe in shouting. 

On the day of Pentecost they cer- 
tainly had some shouting, emotion- 
alism, and manifestations. The Holy 
Ghost came as a mighty rushing 
wind. There was real emotion; the 
mockers accused them of being drunk 
and mad, but Peter said, “This is 
that.” I ask the reader, “What did 
Peter say was that?” 

Was it an old dried-up, dead, 
formalistic meeting he said was 
“that”? No, a thousand times no; it 
was the mighty manifestations of the 
Holy Spirit he said was “that.” Would 
any but the cynical have the audacity 
to say that such Holy Ghost shouting 
and emotionalism is the chaff of the 
wheat? 

If this kind of manifestations was 
good to start the Church moving, 
why shouldn’t we keep it to keep the 
Church moving? There are people 
today who would like to streamline 
Pentecost and put the Holy Ghost 
seekers off to themselves in some 
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~ Manifestations 


room or basement. They do not like 
shouting in the main auditorium, 
fearing it will drive some big man 
away. It was not so on the day of Pen- 
tecost; it was the manifestations which 
brought the multitude together. If 
Holy Ghost manifestations will drive 
people away, let them go; they 
would be no good to you if you got 
them in the church, and they will 
certainly never have a place in heav- 
en, because heaven is going to be 
filled with shouting people. I had a 
young man to come to me, who was 
attending a Bible school in the West. 
He was attending one of our services 
and saw the people shouting. He said, 
“These manifestations are new to me, 
I never. did see anything like it be- 
fore.” It made my heart sad to look at 
that young man and to think that he 
was going to Bible school where he 
was supposed to learn more about 
the Word of God, and yet the mani- 
festations of the Spirit were all new to 
him. Many Bible schools today have 
ruined the ministry of good men who 
have had the call of God on their 
lives, trying to teach them to quench 
the Spirit’s manifestations. Oh, I pray 
God that the Church of God Bible 
Schools will never come to that place. 
A few good shouts in our chapel and 
classrooms of the Bible Schools will 
clear the atmosphere and the brain, 
and help the students to study better. 

The Church of God was born on the 
day of Pentecost in an old-time 
meeting, and she must stay in that 
kind of atmosphere to live. This 
means that every department must be 
animated by the power of God. Let 
us take warning, dear Church of God 
people, by what has happened to other 
organizations through quenching the 
Spirit and manifestations. A few years 
ago numbers of them were on fire 
for God. 

Stephen’s History of Methodism, Vol. 
3: “As the people returned to their 
homes, they were heard praising God 
along the highways. And such scenes 
were not occasional or exceptional. 
We had to carry the slain out of the 
house in order to make room that the 
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people might come in for the public 
preaching; and when we had sung 
and prayed, the presence of the Lord 
came down as in the days of old, and 
the house was filled with His glory; 
THE PEOPLE FELL BEFORE HIM 
LIKE MEN SLAIN IN BATTLE. It 
was a great day of God’s power to 
many souls; some professed sancti- 
fication, some justification. 

“THE DYING TESTIMONY OF BEN- 

JAMIN ABBOTT WHO WAS IN

“‘Glory to God,’ he exclaimed, ‘I see 
heaven sweetly opened before me.’ 
He died as he had lived, shouting. 
‘Glory! glory! glory!’ are his last utter- 
ances, recorded by his biographer 
who attended him in death. He 
uttered them clapping his hands in 
the greatest ecstasies of joy imagi- 
nable.” 

The dying testimony of John 
Wesley, founder of the Methodist 
Church, was similar to this one. The 
Methodist organization did not fall 
from this high state of grace suddenly, 
but gradually. They put education, 
money, politics, and formal programs 
in the place of the working of the 
blessed Holy Ghost. I am a firm 
believer in education, and the more 
we'get, the better it is for us, if it is 
the right kind. Let us pray that the 
Church of God will stay so full of the 
Holy Ghost that worldliness_ will 
never get into any department of it. 

Jesus is coming back to this earth 
with a shout. 1 Thess. 4:16. Rev. 19:6, 
“And I heard as it were the voice of 
a great multitude, and as the voice of 
many waters, and as the voice of 
mighty thunderings, saying, Alleluia: 
for the Lord God omnipotent reign- 
eth.” Think of it, the church in 
heaven shouting so loudly and prais-

-the good news to Cornelius. On his 
arrival, he found many who had come 
together. “While Peter yet spake 
these words, the Holy Ghost fell on 
ALL THEM which heard the word.

Then 
answered Peter, Can any man forbid 
water, that these should not be bap- 
tized, WHICH HAVE RECEIVED THE 
HOLY GHOST AS WELL AS WE?’ 
Acts 10:44, 46, 47. Friend, this is evi- 
dence there were others in the days 
of the apostles who received the Holy 
Ghost and spake in tongues besides 
the twelve whom Jesus first sent 

forth.
